The  activities  of  The  Companies  Branch  greatly  increased 
uring  the  paso  year.  The  incorporation  and  registration  of 
limited  liability  companies  increased  from  116  to  180.  Sup- 
lementary  certificates  were  issued  to  existing  companies  in 
respect  of  alteration  of  objects,  reduction  and  increase  of 
capitalization.  A  great  deal  of  miscellaneous  vrork  was  performed 
by  the  staff  of  this  Branch  covering  registration  of  Societies, 
Co-operative  Marketing  Associations,  Co-operative  Associations  and 
Church  Congregations,  and  other  miscellaneous  work  such  as  proof 
reading,  furnishing  memoranda  of  various  kinds  and  supplying 
information  from  the  indices  and  records. 

During  the  year  118  persons  were  granted  a  change  of  name 
under  The  Change  of  Name  Act,  and  775  liens  were  registered  under 
The  Garagemen's  Lien  Act.
